\ours  truly  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  appearing  on  a  Knoxville,  Tennessee 
talk  show  on  the  subject  of  coal  mining.  My  discussion  was  confined  to  coal  scrip. 
Suggestion  —  why  don’t  some  of  you  consider  doing  the  same  in  your  local  area?? 

The  experience  is  rewarding  (no  scrip)  and  our  great  hobby  needs  all  the  exposure 
we  can  collectively  give  it. 

Since  many  of  us  live  in  Appalachia  and  many  collect  from  this  region,  the 
following  has  been  abstracted  from  an  article  appearing  in  the  local  press:  1. 
"Appalachia"  is  a  word  that  for  most  people  living  outside  the  area  probably  still 
evokes  the  image  of  a  remote  mountainous  land  dotted  with  ramshackle  houses  and 
populated  by  beared  hillbillies  in  bib  overalls.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the 
truth!  I  2.  The  Appalachian  area  includes  19  million  people  In  the  states  of  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Mississippi,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  South  Carol ina, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  West  Virginia.  3.  Fully  43  percent  of 
the  area’s  industrial  jobs  are  found  in  manufacturing  -  compared  with  only  32  percent 
nationally.  4.  Appalachia  today  has  roughly  27  percent  of  the  nation's  coal 
reserves,  including  12  percent  of  the  low  sulphur  coal.  Appalachia,  however, 
else  has  an  estimated  81  percent  of  the  unreclaimed  land  disturbed  by  strip  mining; 
over  69  percent  of  the  coat  waste  enbankments,  and  over  93  percent  of  the  total 
miles  of  streams  effected  by  acid  mine  drainage.

Don  noted  some  Berwind-White  dies  being  offered  in  an  auction  sale.  They  are  still 
in  business  as  the  Berwind  Corporation,  headquartered  in  Baltimore,  Craigo  further 
states  that  the  Berwind-White  Coal  Mining  Co.  was  the  coal  sales  outlet  for  Berwind- 
White  in  Pa.  and  the  New  River  &  Pocahontas  Consolidated  Coal  Co.  in  W.Va.  The 
Eureka  Store  Co.  was  the  Pa.  stores  name  and  the  N.  R.  &  P.  Stores  Co.  in  W.Va. 
Since  N.  R.  &  P.  Stores  scrip  was  widely  used  in  W.Va.,  this  offers  hope  that 
Berwind-White  scrip  Is  yet  to  be  uncovered. 

Hofmeir  &  Deegans  at  Glen  Jean,  W.Va.  was  a  saloon  partnership.  Deegans  was  a 
Fayette  County  political  power  who  later  operated  a  mine  or  mines  in  Logan  County. 
Hofmeir  ran  the  saloon.  The  2Tp  token  was  probably  used  for  cigar  purchases.  Craigo 
has  a  picture  of  the  saloon  somewhere  in  his  files. 

Several  readers  responded  as  to  the  number  of  states  that  issued  metal  coal  scrip 
tokens.  Twenty-eight  appears  to  be  the  magic  number  as  follows:  Ala.,  Ark.,  Ariz., 
Colo.,  Ga.,  III.,  ina.,  Iowa,  Kans.,  Ky.,  La.,  Md.,  Mich.,  Mo.,  Mont.,  N. 

Mex.,  Ohio,  N.C.,  N.Dak.,  Okla.,  Pa.,  Tex,,  Utah,  Va.,  Wash.,  W.Va.,;Wyo., 
and  Tenn.  The  toughest  states  are  Ariz.,  Ga.,  La.,  &  Mich,  in  all  other  states  more 
than  3  pieces  are  known.  Craigo  claims  he  had  a  collection  a  number  of  years  ago 
that  had  examples  from  30  states.  The  states  of  Mississippi  and  Oregon  were  listed  by 
some  readers.  Don  Edkins  would  like  a  foil  or  rubbing  of  these  two. 

Caravasio's  Restaurant  does  not  appear  to  be  coal  scrip.  Don  Edkins  can  find  no  con¬ 
nection  with  a  coal  company.  Craigo  can't  see  if  as  coal  related  although  he  did  hear 
it  many  have  been  used  by  the  Wheeling  Valley  Coal  Co.  Paul  Jensen  hears  the  same 
except  it  was  associated  with  the  Hitchman  Coal  and  Coke  Co.  Further  study  will  be 
needed  on  this  one.

Q.  Several  recfders  have  asked  if  P.  L,  Kilgore  8c  Co.  of  Coeburn,  Va,  is  coa! 

scrip. 

A.  This  was  discussed  informally  among  a  number  of  collectors  at  the  Corbin,  Ky. 
meeting.  Some  agreed  and  others  disagreed.  None  offers  positive  evidence  either 
way.  This  one  must  be  uncertain  for  the  present, 

Q.  Scripfor  C .  E.  Ziegler  of  Michigan  would  like  to  know  how  explosive  checks 
were  used  in  the  coal  fields. 

A.  Years  ago  employees  were  required  to  purchase  explosives  used  in  their  work. 
They  were  given  a  check  (token)  and  this  then  was  redeemed  at  the  storage  depot 
for  the  necessary  explosives.  These  depots  or  explosive  “shacks”  were  usually 
located  in  an  isolated  area  as  a  safety  factor.  The  mine  owners  kept  strict  control 
over  these  explosives  because  of  their  potential  for  abuse.  Labor  troubles,  strikes, 
and  disgruntled  employees  could  cause  major  problems  If  access  were  easy. 


Q,  A  collector  -wants  to  know'  if  his  H.  R.  Hollis  &  Co.  scrip  belongs  in  his 
coal  token  collection. 

A.  Dodrill  has  nc  listing  for  this.  However,  some  time  ago,  Scriptor  Lennie  Poland 
of  Morgantown  offered  this  information.  The  company  was  located  in  Rcwiesburg, 
W.Va.  and  discontinued  business  In  1928.  It  served  coal,  lumber,  cement  and 
farm  interests.  No  names  as  to  specific  companies  served.  Cgh  you  help  us  with 
more  information,  Lennie? 


Q.  Who  can  cast  any  light  on  the  so-called  brass,  octagon,  unifaced  powder 
check  “U.S.  42”  that  a  number  of  collectors  have? 

A.  I  have  this  one  too.  It  was  supposed  to  have  been  used  at  the  United  States 
Steel  Mine  in  New  Salem,  Pa,  as  a  powder  check.  The  initials  stood  for  the 
Union  Supply  Co,  and  the  number  was  to  indicate  the  type  of  explosive  issued.  The 
steel  people  used  these  as  they  acquired  certain  H.  C.  Frick  coal  interests  or  entered 
into  agreements  %vith  them.  None  of  this  information  is  documented.  It  is  what  I 
have  been  told.  Can  anyone  offer  other  information?

Dear  Tip, 

Back  at  home  and  nestled  into  the  usual  routine,  I  have  been  able  to 
give  some  thought  to  your  quest ion *  "How  did  a  New  Yorker  become 
interested  in  Coal  Scrip?" 

Turning  over  this  question  in  my  mind,  I  think  it  best  to  give  some 
background  information  about  how  I  developed  mv  collecting  interests. 

I  started,  as  I  guess  most  of  us  did,  collecting  coins,  trying  to  fill 
in  the  old  boards.  Although  I  did  not  realize  it  at  the  time,  for  me 
the  interest  span  in  collecting  coins  was  limited.  I  found  that 
assembling  a  collection  of  coins  involved  pieces  that  were  virtually 
mirror  images,  with  little  variety  or  variation  in  sets. 

When  in  the  course  of  my  coin  collecting  I  acquired  some  tokens,  I 
felt  that  I  had  found  a  more  desirable  branch  of  the  hobby.  The  tokens 
were  from  the  Mid  West  and  a  little  research  turned  up  some  interesting 
background  material;  you  might  say  a  mini  lesson  in  United  States 
history.  It  was  at  this  point  that  I  started  to  devote  more  time  to 
seeking  background  information  and  changed  from  a  coin  to  a  token 
collector. 


I  read  about  jal  scrip  a  couple  of  years  ago  and  about  N.S.C.A.  soon 
after  that.  Several  features  of  Coal  Scrip  caught  my  attention  and 
interest.  For  one,  the  fact  that  most  pieces  of  Scrip  can  be  attributed 
to  specific  periods  of  time  aided  by  the  Scripident  Chart.  Another 
feature  is  the  wealth  of  potential  information  available  in  the  Coal 
Areas  and  thru  the  personal  knowledge  of  the  membership.  Also  a  factor 
to  me  is  that  the  organization  is.  centered  in  the  Mid  Eastern  states 
and  is  one  of  the  few  token  areas  not  Western  oriented.  I  also  felt 
that  the  Scrip  field  is  really  just  developing0 


To  sum  up,  I  feel  that  Coal  Scrip  comprises  an  interesting  branch  of 
the  token  field,  rich  in  potential  resource  information  and  a  fairly 
good  supply  of  relatively  low  issue  pieces.  Combine  this  vjith  what  I 
consider  to  be  a  fine  organization,  made  up  of  friendly  and  helpful 
members,  and  you  will  understand  why  I  am  glad  I  became  a  scriptor. 

I  would  again  like  to  say  how  we  enjoyed  the  meeting  in  Corbin,  Kentucky, 
especially  being  able  to  talk  about  Scrip  and  meeting  many  of  the  members 
and  their  wives.
